MOSCOW, July 25.- Russia’s m an­ 


ufacturing industry which during the 
generation before the revolution grew 
with tremendous strides, lies today al­ 
most a complete ruin. 
Some isolated industries, like flax, 
show returns, and a few other's like 
the textile« have succeeded in enlarg­ 
ing their output, hut at a heavy loss. 
.Heavy industries, like iron, steel and 
coal met a most 
complete 
disaster. 
Their plants were lacking machinery 
and their workmen ai'e earning little, 
md impatient at discipline are strik- 
ing and sometimes rioting. 
Primitive calling« like fishing are 
largely paralyzed by lack of nets, rot- 
i »d boat« and wrecked gear. 
Urban industry generally 
employs 
me »-third of th*- number employ­ 
ed in 1917. The workers wages while 
rising, average in buying power only 
*i »«ut 64 p- r cent of pre-war rate. 
The cost of production is so great 
that most g>«ods when sold realize on­ 
ly about 64 per cent 
of 
the 
cost«. 
Many manufacturing centers are full 
of unemployed, 
the

steel cost so much they almost rank 
among the precious metals. This high 
cost of steel and coal stops engineer­ 
ing industries and the whole range of 
industries dependent upon them.

Moscow, because it is economically un­ 
profitable. .
